RELATING TO UNPAID SCHOOL TAXES

WHEREAS, Section 1330 of the Real Property Tax Law provides that any school district other than
a city school district shall transmit a statement and certificate of unpaid school taxes to the County Treasurer
so that the same is received not later than the 15th day of November following the levy of the tax, and further
that the Warren County Treasurer shall transmit such statement and certificate of unpaid taxes to the Board
of Supervisors, now, therefore, be it

RESOLVED, that the Board of Supervisors shall, upon receipt of the statement and certificate of
unpaid school taxes from the County Treasurer, relevy the amount of such unpaid taxes with seven per
centum (7%) of the amount of principal and interest in addition thereto at the county and town tax levy for

the fiscal year 2015.
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
